diate adjournment as soon as the convention 


assembled at 10 o’clock this morning made it 
certain that a combination for ‘Deneen and

THE ENGLISH 

The Anglo-French convention bill unani- 
mously passed its second reading in the 
house of commons the other evening. The 
bill gives the assent of parliament to the 
cessions of territory by Great Britain which 
are a part of the agreement recently entered 
into with France. It is a give and take 
agreement, which disposes of a number of 
questions that have long disturbed the peace 
of the two countries. 

The convention is in many respects to the 
signal advantage of Gre Britain, whose 
position in Egypt is gthened. As Mr. 
Balfour explained, enormous benefits accrue 
from the arrangements in regard to New- 
foundland. In many respects France is a 
considerable gainer by it. In spite of that 
fact, and the further fact that the en- 
tion was negotiated by a unionist adminis- 
‘tration, there was no opposition to it in the 
house of commons.

p Among the first proofs that I read was 
that of a fashion letter from New York, 
signed “ Jennie June.“ It was better writ- 
ten than most fashion letters, and it had 
now and then something about the theater 
in it, and as I was much more interested in 
theaters than in fashions I read that end 
ot the letter with the most attention. Upon 

inquiry I learned that Jennie June was 
the name of Mrs. David G. Croly, that Mr. 
Croly was an editor in New York, and that 

Mrs. Croly wrote a. fashion letter which 
was printed in a number of newspapers 
throughout the country. Syndicating was 
not as common in those days as it is today, 
and I was much interested in this idea of 
making several salaries with the one effort. 

In later years I came to know Mrs. Croly, 
and, instead of finding her the hustling, 
bustling arbiter of fashion that I had ex- 
pected, I found a small, gentle, kindly little 
women, who worked early and late, and 
who, by the industry and the popularity of 
her writings, did much to help out the house- 
hold exchequer.

Mrs. Croly died not long ago, and it would 
not surprise me if she was glad finally to 
be at rest, though I think she enjoyed life 
as well as most women. She was president 
f clubs and was in all sorts of public move- 
all the time working at her profession. 


A number of her friends have made up a 
memorial volume, which will be published 
by Messers. Putnam early in June. It ts 
called “‘MEMOIRS OF JANE CUNNING- 
HAM CROLY,” and it is dedicated to the 
„General Federation of Women's Clubs of 
America by the Women’s Press club of New 
York City.” It is the Press club, of which 
she was the founder and president to the day 
of her death, that is celebrating her memory. 
The book is opened with a brother’s memoirs. 
The Rev. John Cunningham, D. D., tells of 
his sister’s early life and struggles. I learn 
by his memoirs what I did not know before, 
that Mrs. Croly was an Englishwoman. She 
came to this country with her family in her 
early teens, and was one of the first women 
journalists in America. She was a con- 
tributor to the World, the Tribune, the Times, 


periodical, no longer in existence, I believe, 
was at one time a paper of a good deal of 
importance in New York. There were then 
no other Sunday papers and it had the field 
to itself. For twenty-seven years Mrs. Croly 
was editor of Demarest's Magazine, and was 
later editor and owner of Gody’s Magazine 
and the Home Maker. Some of her own 
ventures into journalism, as proprietor as 
well as, editor, re not successful, but as a 
writer she earned what in her day was con- 
sidered a good deal of money for a woman

Before he 
could make any kind of a move Clark raised 
a rifle and fired. Sims died instantly. 

Clark immediately turned on Cato, the 

manager, ‘who wae in another part of the 
store, and shot him in the right side. Cato 
staggered out of the back of the store, and 
as he reached the door a negro convict guard 
named Van Horn, who was apparently in 
waiting, struck him over the head with a 
rifle. Cato died at 7 o'clock this. morning. 


News of the y was immediately sent. 
to Greenville and Sheriff John Crouch, witha 
posse, went to the scene. . * 

Van Horn and Clark had made their escape 
before the posse afrived, but the former was 
tracked into the woods. Here another negro 
convict guard named Mayfield interfered 
with the posse and he was shot down in his 
tracks. 

Van Horn was captured and taken to 
Leland, fourteen miles distant, where he was 
placed in the jail. He remained in jail all 
night under a strong guard, but this m

| PRIVATE PROPERTY AT SEA. 


| Advocates of Universal Peace Think 
Law of Nations ne Seizures 
Should Be Changed. | - 


Mohonk Lake, N. V., June a roday- s ses- 
sion of the conference on international arbi- 
tration was opened with the presentation of 
the platform of principles, which was adopt- 
ed. This platform expresses unabated con- 
fidence in the cause of international arbitra- 
tion, and the conference renews its all ce 
to the principles involved and pledges its 
efforts to promote them. 

The leading speaker at the morning session 
was Justice Brewer of the United States 
Supreme court, who reminded his hearers 
at the outset that great reforms mov, slow- | 
ly, and so it must be with the gen adop- 
tion of arbitration in the settlement of inter- 
national disputes. The institution of The 
Hague tribunal, said Judge Brewer, was the 
-beginning of the end of war. ö 

Congressman Bartholdt of Missouri, who 
organized in congress last winter a group of 
the interparliamentary union, addressed the 
conference on that subject. . 

Tune following resolution was adopted by 
‘the conference: 

Resolved, That this conference indorses 
the sentiments expressed by. President Mc- 
Kinley in his annual message of 1898, and 
reiterated by President Roosevelt in his an- 
nual message of 1903, in favor of the exemp- 
‘tion of unoffending private property at sea 
from capture during war.’ 

A committee was appointed to l 
with the authorities in urging that an inter- 
national congress be called to promote this 
idea. 


CHURCH IS AT AS STANDSTILL. 


Membership of Reformed Body Does Not 
‘Increase, but Evangelistic Com- 
mittee Is Praised by Synod. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Sune 8.—[Special.]— 
A report on the state of religion made today 
in the general synod of the Reformed 
church in America by the retiring president 
‘showed that in the last year there have been 
fewer additions to the churches of that body 
on confession of faith than in the previous 
year. The total of such additions was 5,337, 
less by 143 than last year. Additions on cer- 
tificate from other churehes show a gain of 
1,025, the total of such additions being 3,263. 

The total membership of the Reformed 
church America is now 115,249, showing 
a net gain over last year of 1,750. There 
are 650 churches, a gain of 17; 706 ministers, 
a gain of 8, and 61,786 families, a gain of 923. 

Benevolent contributions for denomind- 
tional purposes were $291,902, and for other 
objects $96,261. The synod passed a resolu- 
tion expressing its appreciation of the 
evangelistic committee’s work and urging 
ite continuance. The committee on the con- 
tinental work of the alliance of Reformed 
‘churches urged the synod to establish 
services in English for American tourists 
at The Hague, Holland. 

A. modern Sunday school curriculum was 
recommended to the churches by the synod. 
It provides for graded Sunday schools and 
for lessons prepared and taught according 
to the latest pedagogical progress: The Rev. 
G. H. Dubbink of Holland, Mich., was elected 
professor of didactic theology in the theo- 
logical seminary at Holland. The evening 
session was devoted to the cause of religious 
education.

Although a committee has been appointed

agents believe that owing to the diverse opin- 
ions, nothing can be accomplished, — 
The present method debars the writing 
agent from sending a cancellation notice to 
the customer of the placing agent. The 
writing agent on receipt of the cancellation 
notice from his company Fequests the placing 
agent to cancel, and he in turn communicates 
the notice to the customer. The standard 

form of policy gives five days’ notice of can- 

cellation. * Owing‘ to the .custom of the 
writing agent in dealing with a brokered line 
having to communicate with the placing 
agent, several more days are likely to elapse. 

In the meantime if a fire occurs after five 

days’ notice has been given by the company 

to its commissioned agent, but before five 

days have expired after the assured has re- 
ceived notice, complications axe sure to arise, 

and the tendency of a company ordering the 
cancellation is to hold its commissioned 
agent responsible,

Forest products, coal, 
and iron ore, have run behind the normal re- 
quirements and disturb large manufacturing 
interests. 


Course of Trade Satisfactory, 


Aside from these disquieting conditions the 
course of trade remains satisfactory. Dis- 
tribution of merchandise maintained sea- 
sonable volume in the leading jobbing and 


for staple goods made a good exhibit, and 
there is more evidence that country stocks 
are in larger consumption. 

Forwardings were good in light fabri 
footwear, and groceries, and better deman 
appeared in woolens, furnishings, and paints. 
Dealings in hardware and building materials 
also reached satisfactory proportions. Mer- 
cantile collections have been e 
steady both for city and country. 


Iron and Steel Dull. 


Apart from needs for building and factory 
work, the demand for iron and steel was 
dull. Prices disclose further weakness in 
furnace products. New orders for cars were 
of fair aggregate and created a better mar- 
ket for bariron. Difficulty in getting in ore 
necessitated some closing down of furnace 
capacity. Machinery lines obtained new de- 
mands to a moderate extent, but labor 
troubles appear here which may extend and 
cause delay in deliveries. 

There was some good buying of lumber 
and increased output is seen in woodwork- 
ing branches, although furniture makers are 
facing’ a probable struggle with workers in 
reéstablishing a ten hour day 

Receipts of hides, 2, 739,708. Ibs, indicate a 
slight curtailment in the current movement, 
but are in excess of a year ago. The market 
was steady in transactions and firm as to 
prices. Sales of leather were fair in 2 
Most of the shoe factories remained idle 
pending a satisfactory agreement with work- 
ers, but booked new orders for fall shipment. 


Grain Shipments Show Decrease. 


Grain shipments, 2,277,655 bushels, are 41 
per cent under those of the same week last 
year, most of the decrease appearing in 
wheat. Settlements on the May wheat op- 
tion were made without difficulty. Demand 
has shown strength in corn. Compared with 
Past week's closings prices advanced, in 
corn 3% cents, in wheat 2% cents, and in 
oats 1% cents. 

The monthly statement of provisions in 
store showed less reduction than expect- 
ed, but buying became stronger and prices 
gained, in pork 35 cents a barrel and in 
ribs 22% cents. Lard was uncha Ne- 
ceipts of live stock, 265,008 head, are slight - 
ly larger than a year ago. Choice beeves 
advanced 35 cents a hundred weight and 
heavy hogs gained 7% cents. Sheep were 
plentiful and declined 10 cents. 


Bank Clearings Fall Off. 

Bank clearings, $151,543,025, are slightly 
under those of a year ago. No improvement 
developed in the demand for money for mer- 
cantile purposes, and the rate stood at 4% 
per cent. There was larger use of funds for 
investment in high grade bonds, and city 
issues, aggregating $7,000,000, bearing 4 per 
cent interest, were sold at a premium. Sales 
of local securities disclosed better buying, 
and the ten active stocks err a gain of’ 
$2.10 a share.

TRADE SLOW, BUT MONEY EASY. | 


Most Concerns Prepare for a Quiet Sea- 
son, According to Dun—Bradstreet 
Has Confidence in the Future. 


New York, June 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
“Interruptions of industrial progress by 
the holiday, labor conflicts, and inclement 
weather again p ced an unsatisfactory 
trade situation. Yet the money market is 
easy and accommodation readily obtained in 
legitimate business channels. Liabilities of 
mercantile failures are comparatively small, 
indicating that most concerns have pre- 
pared for a quiet season and are able to 
withstand a period of diminished sales and 
tardy payments. 

This conservative attitude is the funda- 
mentally strong feature of the situation, and 
when business revives there will be no 
pressure te dispose of heavy stocks of un- 
desirable goods. More manufacturing 
plants have reduced hours or wages and 
several strikes have added to the army of 
unemployed. 


‘Textile Market Unchanged. 


Little change is noted in textile manu- 
facturing conditions, primary markets for 
cotton goods finding buyers proceeding with 
caution, and spinners show increased will- 
ingness to consider orders for future de- 
livery. Improvement is maintained in wool- 
en goods, the demand showing greater di- 
versification. Wholesale clothiers exhibit 
more confidence by making better provision 
for their needs during the rest of the season. 

**Commercial failures this week in the 
United States are 220, against 226 last week, 
286 the preceding week, and 182 the corre- 
sponding week last year. Failures in Can- 
ada number twenty-six, against seventeen 
last week, twelve the preceding week, and

WORK IS HALTED. 


Plan for Cleaning Downtown 
Streets Blocked by Team 
Contractors. 


DEMAND A HIGH SCALE. 


Commission Offers Only Price 
Paid by City and the Nego- 
tations End. 


The work of cleaning dis downtown streets 
of Chicago, which was scheduled to start 
tomorrow night, has been postponed indefi- 
nitely. The cause is the alleged exorbitant 
prices asked by the téam contractors for the 
use of wagons and carts for hauling the 
refuse to the dumping grounds. Joy Morton, 
chairman of the citizens’ commission, made 
the announcement last night and added that 
nothing would be done until a satisf 
agreement is reached between the commis- 
gion and the team owners. 

Richard T. Fox, the New York expert on 
street cleaning, who/came to Chicago at the 
invitation of the commission to direct the 
work, had arranged all the minor details and 
‘expected they would be able to hire carts and 
wagons at the same price the city is paying. 
It was on that basis they figured the expense 
of the undertaking 

Contractors Agree to Raise Prices. 

Several contractors were called into con- 
sultation, and it was learned that a price 
far in excess of that paid by the city for the 
same class of work Had been agreed on 
among the team owners. Chairman Mor- 
ton declared he would pay no more than the 
scale charged the city. The negotiations 
were abruptly closed. 

It is estimated by Mr. Fox that the work 
would require ten double teams and as many 
carts daily. The city paye $3.25 a day for 
carts and $5 for teams. The contractors 
ask the commission $4 for carts and $5.50 for 
1 on week days and $6 for carts and 

for teams on Sundays. 


Work Is Halted Indefinitely. 


“The stand taken by the team contractors 
halts the work.“ sald Chairman Morton last 
night. The citizens’ commission that has 
been planning the cleaning and purifying of 
the downtown thoroughfares of Chicago is 
not in the business to make money. Acting 
in good faith, we engaged Mr. Fox to come 
here and superintend the work and give.us 
the benefit of his wider experience in New 
York. We want to go on with the scheme, 
but we cannot afford to pay fancy prices for 
teams and labor and do not intend to. 

“It strikes me there is nothing at present 
tm the labor situation that would warrant a 
demand such as that presented to us. Own- 
ers of teams should consider that the pro- 
posed work of this commission is purely 
voluntary and philanthropic in a way. We 
only want to do something for the better- 
ment of the city. We don’t have to do it 
and we won't do it unless the way is clear.“ 

Just how tong the work will be delayed I 
It is our 
intention to find a solution for the problem, 
and we will go ahead as soon as we can se-

GROWERS COMPLAIN 
OF REGRIGERATOR MONOPOLY. 


Tell Interstate Commission How Rates 
Have Advanced Since Armour Cars 
Are Used Exclusively by Railways. 


That tribute, amounting to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars annually, has to be paid 
to the Armour Refrigerator Car company, in 
addition to high freight rates charged by 
the Pére Marquette and Michigan Central 
railroads was the testimony of the fruit 
growers of Michigan and the commission 
men before the Interstate commerce com- 
mission yesterday. 

It was shown that the refrigerating charges 
made by the Armour company were six times 
as much as the cost of Icing the cars and 
the service rendered, and more than twice as 
much as the rates charged before the Armour 
company entered the fleld. It was not denied 
by. the witnesses for the Armour company 
that rates were much higher now than 
formerly, but they claimed that the increase 
in the cost of the service was no greater 
than the incfease in the prices received by 
the fruit growers for their fruits. and con- 
sequently the latter make as much money 
on their products as ever. The inference 
was that the increased charge for the service 
is being paid by the consumers.

William Loeb’s Two Years’ Exile from 
Chicago Ends in Montevideo, 
Uruguay. 


The career of William Loeb, the banker, 
who left Chicago hastily two years ago, 
leaving his financial affairs in a tangled con- 
dition, was brought to a close by his sudden 
death on March 4 at Montevideo, Uruguay. 
He was 61 years-old. During thirty-five 
years he conducted a private banking busi- 
ness known as William Loeb & Co. When 
the condition of- his affairs made it neces- 
sary for him to leave Chicago he became a 
wanderer, while his sons endeavored to 
straighten out his business. The circum- 
stances of Loeb’s exile and his death are 
not known. His body reached New York 
April 16 and was buried in the family vault 
at Rosehill April 19. To avoid publicity the 
burial permit. was issued in the name of 
Walter Leeser.“ Mr. Loeb left two sons, 
J. W. and Sigmund, and four daughters.
